Countrymen, 
T is not merely on Account of any ſingle or ſud- 
den Effort that this Gentleman has made in our 
Favour; it is not on Account of his late ſtrenuous 
Attempt to prevent or divert any meditated Innovation 
upon our Conſtitution, that we hold him deſerving of all 
the Honours and Benefits that we can poſſibly confer upon 


him. No, Countrymen, it is on Account of a Series of 


near Thirty Years of Services and Sufferings, done and 
ſuſtained by him in our Behalf; it is on Account of his 
unwearied Application, his long tried Attachment, his 
never cooling Zeal, his inviolable Fidelity, and the Sa- 
crifices he has made for us of Health, Fortune, &c. theſe 
are the Things that render our beſt Endeavours to pro- 
mote his Honour and Intereſt greatly inadequate to the 
Debt we owe him. _ 


Some Perſons complain of him, as One over-much, 
over-wakefully, watchful ; alarmed by mere Sounds, and 
apt to bark at Shadows. But, this is far from being a 
Fault in our Eyes, my Countrymen. Too often have our 
Watchmen been no better than dumb and ſleeping Dogs, 
or ſuch as have taken a Sop J let the Enemy paſs.

Attempts to procure him a 
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Where were our Watchmen, Friends, when Part of 


the legiflative Power of our Parliament was intercepted 
by, or rather transferred to a Privy Council of Men to be 
arbitrarily appointed by the King or his Miniſters ? 


Where again were our Watchmen, when the judicial 
Authority of our Hauſe of Lords was tranſpartad to and 
lodged in the Houſe of a different Kingdom, without Ap- 
peal or Proſpect of any Reverſion ? 


I am much too unlearned to pretend to decide on the 
long conteſted Queſtion, whether the Alteration in the 
ate Corn-Act, either has already innovated, or may 
;ereafter be productive of any Innovation upon our Con- 
#itvution. The moſt virulent of the Court Writcrs allows 
the Caſe to be ſingular, and ſuch a Singularity may juſtly 
be alarming. 


His Excellency with his Engliſh Secretaries, Chaplains, 
and Domeſtics, are no doubt ſurpriſed at the Warmth of 
our public Thanks to this —— Man, and at our 

nſion from his Country, a 
Penſion, at leaft, as truly earned and well merited from 


the Public, as any Penſion ever granted by any King or 


Miniſter for ſecret Services. Strangers, I ſay, may be 
inclined to aſcribe this Matter to ſome ſudden Ferment 
or Commotion among us, menacing to good Order and 
the Peace of the State. It is therefore but juſt to quict 
ſuch Apprehenſions, by ſetting forth the Honeſt, the very 


urgent Motives upon which we have proceeded. | 


Mr. Lucas, early in Life, was bred to the Pufineſs of 
an Apothecary; and was more eſpecially ſludied and 
practiſed in the very curious and ſalutary Art of Chemiſtry, 
The ſame Probity and Spirit, which has fince informed 
all his Conduct and guided him in all his Ways, this 
incited him, young as he was, to be provident of the 
Lives and Healths of his Fellow-Cicaturcs. For this 
Purpoſe, he l:arnediy and humanely deteQed and expoſed 
all the gainful, though pernicious Frands in his own Pro- 
feſſion, whereby he procured an Act for the 3 
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of capable Inquiſitors, who were duly to viſit the Shops 
of all Apothecaries and Druggiſts, to examine their Drugs 
and Compoſitions, and to caſt out and deſtroy whatever 
was ſtale and noxious, in order to ſave the Pockets and 
Perſons of the Public from having, Bane and Poiſon ad- 
miniſtered in the Place of Balm and Medicine. | 


Soon after, he was elected by his reſpective Corpora- 
tion, and conſtituted one of their Repreſentatives in the 
Common Council of this City. 


Here was a new Field opened for the Virtue and active 
Benevolence of his Diſpoſition to exert itſelf. He firſt 
enquired into his Nuties and Privileges, as a Common- 
Council Man, but found himſelt unhappily precluded 
from doing his Duty, by being reſtrained and abridged 
with reſpe& to his Privileges. He looked about to diſ- 
cover whence the Obſtruction proceeded; he found it 
came from the Board of Aldermen, and that they, in 
Fact, were inveſted with the whole Conduct, Controul, 
and Diſpoſal of the City and all its Revenues. 


This occaſioned him to enquire, further, into the pro- 


per Sphere or Department that legally belonged to the 


Aldermen, in the Civic Conſtitution; and, in this Pur- 
ſuit, he ſearched out and brought to Light all the muſty 
Records and ancient Charters of this City. | 


After a long and laborious Diſquiſition, he diſcovered 
that Aldermen were no inherent Part of the original Civic 
Conſtitution. That the Citizens, themſelves, had been 
the primitive Parents who begot them. That the Cor- 
porations had ereQted them merely as collateral Props 
to their political Building. That theſe adventitious Props, 
at length, preſumed to affirm that they, themſelves, were 
the City and the Corner Stones thereof. That they had 
ſeized on the Inheritance which they were called to defend. 
That they had rejected the very People by whom alone 
they were choſen, And that they now claimed to be ſe]f- 
elefled and ſelf-begatten, Rulers elected of Rulers and Al 
dermen begotten of Aldermen, 


However 
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However gradually or inſenſibly theſe Uſurpations 
might have grown, it came finally to paſs that the Peo- 
ple, for whole Benefit the Incorporation was inſtituted, 
no longer retained any Share in the Lands or Tenures 
that had been granted for their Emolument. The Ci- 
tizens, in effect, had no Voice in the Appointment of 
their own Repreſentatives; neither had thoſe, whom the 
Aldermen appointed to repreſent them, any Sort of Voice 
or Influence in the ILlection of Magiſtrates. As Alder- 
men had brought forth full-grown and fat-headed Al- 
dermen, from Time immemorial, they had alſo be- 
gotten Lord-Moyors, Sheriffs, "Treaſurers, and all other 
City Officers, without Interruption or Controul. They 
had, by a high Hand, or by ſecret Corruption, defeated 
or <luded every Right and Species of Liberty that re- 
mained to the Citizens. Whom they would they put 
down, and whom they would they exalted. They en- 
joyed and diſpoſed of all the City-Poſſeſſions, Revenues, 
"Tolls, Cuſtoms, and Emoluments, without Account. 
They taxed the People to any Degree, or to any Pur. 
poſe that they judged proper. They diſcharged them- 
iclves of their ſervile Followers and raſcally Dependents, 
by appointing them to lucrative Penſions at the Public 
Coft, ar to Places of Truſt in, and Authority over the 
City. Mean while no Door was left whereby the 
wretched Citizens might enter or interfere; for as much 
as they neither had a Voice in the Ordinances framed 
for their ConduQ, nor even a Negative in the EleQtion 
of Rulers by whom they were to be governed. In ſhort, 
this {air City was a Suſanna given up and viley proſti- 
mted to theſe five and twenty Elders; and this inſatiable 
Pearnch of Aldermen had become full and foul by engroſſing 
all the Nouriſhment that ſhould have ſupplied the /abowr- 


ing Members. 


During this State of Civic-Tyranny, Dublin remained 
as neglected and diſordered, as if no Rule or Adminiſ- 


Murders, Robberies, Burglaries, Plunders, Riots, Up- 
roars were frequent throughout. No Lights in our 
Streets, no Watch fave a few old and impotent Wretch- 
cs, or ſuch as often abetted and joined the Plunderers.

factor. In deſpight of the Threats, Enmity, and 
ſition of the Aldermen, and of the Faction that their Con- 
nections

nections and Influence had excited againſt him, he con 
tinued to plead, to ſolicit, to remonſtrate, to inform ou 
Counſels, aſſert our Intereſts, reveal our Privileges, pub. 
liſh our Charters, reclaim our Poſſeſſions, to oppoſe 
our Oppreſſors, and expoſe our Uſurpers; with a Spi r 
unparallelled, and Application indefatigable, and a Virtue 
unaſſailable. 


This was not at all — Mr. Lucas, by a ſtrict and ſe- 
dulous Scrutiny into the ſeveral original Grants that 
were made of inheritable Tenures to the Incorporation 
of this City, diſcovered that ſeveral of the ſaid Tenures 
had been aliened by ſome quondam Board of Aldermen; 
that ſome of the City-Lands had been greatly abridged 
of their priſtine Dimenſions; that others had formerly 
been leaſed out, at an inconſiderable Rent, (to the Re- 
lations or Dependents of ſome ruling Aldermen) whoſe 
preſent Poſſeſſors denied any Holding from or under the 
Board or Incorporation; and that a further Reſearch 
was ſtill neceſſary to diſcover the Traces or Situation of 
other City-Lands. By which diligent faithful and ſear- 
leſs Diſquiſition, this fgnal Bene factor has been the 
Cauſe and Means of recovering as many annual aud per- 
petual T houſands, to this City, as we lately refuſed him 
Hundreds (tor a declining Remnant of Life} in lieu of all 
his unremitted and ineſtimable Services. 


I am barely at Leiſure, thus to touch upon Particulars; 
it would otherwiſe require a much longer Narration, to 
declare to the World what this new and extraordinary Man 
hath done and ſuffered for us. 


He was not ſatisfied with barely reclaiming our Rights 
and recovering our Poſſeſſions. He had it worthily in his 


Purpoſe to make us honeſt and virtuous, as well as proſpe- - 


rous Men. He conſcientiouſly ſet forth the reſpective De- 
partments and Duties of every Magiftrate, Officer, and 
Member of our Incorporation. He further expatiated on 
the Incomparable Benefits and Bleſſings of our national 
Conſtitution, He accurately delineated the relative Pro- 
portions of the three COMPOSING ESTATES; and, 
by deſcribing the Breadth and Depth of the great Baſis on 


which we ſtood, he taught us to rejoice in our Submiſſion 
to 
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to a Government, whereon our Proſperity and Happineſs 
could alone be founded. | 


In or about the Year Seventeen Hundred and Forty 
Nine, the two Seats of the Repreſentativ-- far this City 
became vacant in Parliament, and the ſeveral Corpora- 
tions, duly ſenſible of the Talents, as well as gratefully 
ſenſible of the Services of Mr. Lucas, were unanimous 
in inviting him to accept of this higheſt of Offices in 
the State.

Mr. Lucas was, quickly after, appriſed of his Deſtiny. 
But, as he was not yet taken into Cuſtody, he retired 


with a ſeemingly pleaſed Aſpect amidſt a large Number 


of his inquiſitive Friends and Followers, from whom 
however he concealed the next to Mortal Tidings. 


From the Haw, Mr. {eter directly went to the 
Tholſe!, where the Guild were then aſſembled, and in 
high Debate concerning Matters relating to their Privi- 
ledges. 'There he ſpoke, upon the Queſtion, with his 
uſual Vivacity and Spirit, which confirmed the Aſſembly 
in the Opinion his firſt Appearance had created that 
he had been acquitted. But the Populace, below Stairs, 
who crouded the Court and the Streets, had, by this, 
got Intimation how Matters had paſſed, and thereupon 
became exceeding clamorous and outrageous; inſomuch 
that Mr. Lucas was under the Neceſſity of going down to 
them; where, with great Difficulty, and the utmoſt Ex- 
ertion of his Eloquence and Credit with them, he at 
length prevailed upon them to diſperſe; hereby giving a 
public and ſignal Proof of a Diſpoſition wholly averſe to 
Riot and Tumult, or to any Inxlination to avail himſelf 
of ſuch Means. 


Soon after, Mr. Lucas went, in private, to Newgate, 
and, calling tor the Keeper, deſired him to fit up the 
beſt Apartment that the Place afforded ; but the Keeper, 
ſhaking his Head, gave him gravely to underſtand that 
he was not permitted to accommodate him in that Man- 
ner. 
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ner. This alſo, gaining Wind, enraged the Citizens to 


I | ſuch a Degree that Thouſands of them confederated to 
** reſcue him out of Priſon, and not to leave one Stone 


thereof upon another, 


On hearing this, Mr. Lucas was very juſtly and ge- 
nerouſly alarmed. He feared for his Friends, for his 
Country, for the State. He dreaded the Intervention of 
the Military Power. He ſhuddered to think of the 
Blood that might be ſhed in his Behalf. Humanity, Ho- 
nour, Gratitude laid him under the Neceſſity of pre- 


venting ſuch a Cataſtrophe, by any poſſible Means. And 


he was accordingly, reluctantly, indignantly, prevailed 
upon to withdraw from the long endeared, the long ſerved, 
and beloved, and affectionate Place of his Nativity. 


As their quondam Honours did not think proper to 
ſpecify the Paſſages, wherebn they were pleaſed to found 
their recited Reſolutions; I, alſo, think it a Matter of 
allowable Prudence not to expatiate beyond the ſaid Letter 
of their Authority. 


I do not chuſe to dwell, on the melancholy, though 
long Interval of our good Friend's Abſence. After ſome 
Time of Refidence in London, he went to Leyden to per- 
fect his Studies of the Medical Art, for which he had 
been ſo incomparably prepared by his Skill in Chemiſtry, 
and his Knowledge and long Experience in the Compoſi- 
tion of Simples. Having taken his Doctor's Degree in 
Phyſic, he returned to and commenced PraQiti- 
oner. There, in a ſhort Time, by an extraordinary diſ- 
play of Science in ſome Treatiſes which he writ; and by 
ſeveral moſt unexpected and happy Cures, he attained to 
the firſt Stage of Reputation in his Profefſion, and 
laterally came into the clear receipt of Three Thouſand 
Pounds yearly. | 


At length, on the Demiſe of his late Majeſty, he was 
again ſolicited, from hence, to return and offer himſelf 
to repreſent this City in Parliament. His Heart, affec- 
tionately, eagerly, embraced an Overture which the Im- 
preſſions of former Attachments had rendered delightful 
to him, He quitted Eaſe, he quitted Opulence, 3 

m 
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affirm he yuitted Honour, the near Promiſe of being re. | 
uted the firſt Phyſician upon Earth. But he never had 
yes to ſee any Object of Intereſt, while any Thing that 
he deemed a Matter of Duty roſe before him. 4 


I ought not to forget that Mr. Lucas, even in Abſence, © 
ſtill continued to act and operate among us, in the Virtue | 
of that Spirit which his Preſence had excited. At length, 
our unremitted Remonſtrances, Applications, and Peti- 
tions prevailed on Government and the Legiſlature to 
turn an Ear to our Complaints. They attended; their 
Eyes were opened; they ſaw, they were convinced of the 
Equity of eur Cauſe; they perceived that they themſelves, 
that every Iahabitant of this City was intereſted in our © 
Redreſs. They 
Authority out of the Hands of the Aldermen, and gave, 
in effect, the Appointment of the City Magiſtracy to 
thoſe whoſe Intereſt it is to be juſtly, wiſely, and profſ- © 
pcroully governed. 5 


It muſt appear wholly a Matter of Impertmence and 
Tautology, to enter on a Detail of Mr. Lucas's Conduct 
ſince his Return 10 this Kingdom. All Eyes and all Ears 
bear recent, hondurable, grateful Teſtimony thereto. I Þ 
ſhall only obſerve that, on his taking his Seat in Para- 
ment, upon the Footing of the unbribed, unſolicited, vo- 
luntary Voices of a free People, this novel Manner of En- 
trance into that Henourable Houſe gave him a kind pf diſ- 
pleaſing and invidious Diſtinction, that drew upon him the 


fide Glances of ſeveral of the Members. Theſe Gentle- 


men joined to treat him with every Inſtance of Diſcourage- 
ment and affected Con t that was conſiſtent with the 
eſtabliſhed Orders of the Houſe, and This too may be ac- 
counted among his Sufferings for our Sake. But his unſtu- 
died Eloquence, his native Eaſe of Addreſs, and, above 
all, that invariable Probity of Heart, which ſhone conſpi- 
cuous in his Aſpe&, and broke forth, in all he uttered, at þ
